JounsTown, Pa., June 4.— Four days have 
@lapsed since the angel of death swept 
through the Valley of the Conemaugh, but 
no ray of sunshine has yet lighted the scene 
of horror at Johnstown bridge. The sy is 
still overcast with heavy clouds and the sun 
reste behind a menacing pall, as though re- 
luctant to view the handiwork of his potent 
clements. ‘For thirty-six hours without inter- 
mission the fire engines have played upon the 
smoking ruins above the bridge, but the 
flames that break out afresh at frequent 
intervals in this floating field of 
ruins seem to defy the subduing force of 
water. Nearly 2,000 men are employed in dif- 
ferent parts of the valley ciearing up the ruins 
and prosecuting diligent search for the undis- 
fovered dead, Their investigations are not 
without fruitful results, for the bodies of the 
dead and charred victims of flood and fire are 
discovered with undiminished frequency. It 
becomes hourly more and more apparent that 
not a single vestige will ever be recognized of 
hundreds that were roasted in the flames 
above the bridge. Since the last sen- 
tence was penned * party of 
searchers unearthed a charred and un- 
sightiy masse from the smoldering debris 
within thirty yards of the Associated Press 
headquarters. Unused to such frightful dis- 
coveries the leader of the gang pronounced 
the remains to be u blackened log andit re- 
quired the authoritative verdict of a phy- 
elan to Gemonstrate that the ghastly dis- 
covery was the charred remains of a buman 
being. Only the trunk remained and that was 
roasted beyond all sembiancg to flesh. Five 
Nninutes searchrevealed fragments of a skull 
that at once disintegrated, of its own weight 
when exposed to air, no single piece being 
larger than a half dollar and the 
whole resembling the remnants of 
shattered charcoal. Within the last hour a 
dozen discoveries lu no way less horrifying 
than this ghastly find have been made by 
searchers as they rake withthe sticks and 
hooks in the smoking ruins. 80 difficult is 
it at times to determine whetherthe remains 
are those of hum beings,that it is apparent 
that hundreds m. fairly burned to ashes. 
Thus the number ave found a last rest 
ing place bene ese ruins can at the best 
pever be tifire than approximated. 

A VAST CHARNEL HOUSE. 

A Pelion of calamity is piled with each pass 
ing hour here upon the Osea of calamity al- 
ready uncovered. Every moment now the 
body of some poor victim is taken from the 
debris, and the town or the remnants of it, to 
write with accuracy, is one vast charnel 
house. The scenes at the extemporized 
morgues are beyond powers of description in 
their ghastliness, while the moans and groans 
of the suffering survivors, tossing in agony 
with bruised and mangled bodies or scream- 
ing in delirium of fever as they issue from the 
numerous temporary hospitals make 
even the stoutest hearted quail with 
terror. Nearly two thousand bodies 
have already been recovered, and as the work 
of examining the wreckage proceeds, the con- 
viction grows that the magnitude of the ca- 
lamity has not yet been approximated. Con- 
@ servative. estimates this morning put the 
number of lost at 7,000, and many men of caim 
judgment and who are not wont to exaggerate, 
who have been upon the ground from the out- 
set, place the number at 10,000. The depris 
wedged against the big Pennsylvania Railroad 
stone bridge is still burning, and the efforts of 
the fremen to quench or stay the progress of 
the flames are as futile as were those of Gulli- 
vers Lilliputian foemen. The mass, which 
unquestionably forms a funeral pyre for thou- 
sands of victims who lie buried beneath it, is 
burning and is likely to burn for weeks to 


come. 
THE HAND OF PROVIDENCE. 


The flames are not active, but burn away in 
A tzullen, determined fashion as though bent 
for once upon proving how futile are man’s 
efforts when the fire god is around and, 


perhaps, after all the hand of Providence is in 


it, for the suggestion made by the physicians 
yesterday that the bodies be allowed to 
cremate, in the interest of public health, and 
which aroused such a storm of indignation 
among the surviving populace, is viewed 
with more calmness to-day, and there is 
agrowing sentiment that that is after all the 
best solution ofthe problem. Weeks, months 
will be required to remove the stupendous 
mass by artificial means, and meantime the 
‘ting, putrefying remains of poor humanity

The searchers started to work early aud up 
to 9 o’clock 150 bodies were taken from the 
ruins. Most ofthem are unrecognizable, but 
they are being taken away and buried as fast 
as possible. One of the unfortunate things 
about the whole affair is that in a 
vast number of cases where the 
bodies are almost completely burned 
there is some clothing or somethin of 
the kind which makes the identity of the 
body almost complete.

It is impossible to secure wagons or convey- 
ances ot any kind, consequgntly all funeral 
processions are on foot. 

William Gaffney, an insurance agent at this 
place, had a very pitiful duty to perform this 
ing. On his father’s and wife’s side he 
fourteen relatives, among them his wife 
family. This morning he got a man to 

ie deceased relatives to the grave, and 
he had the mournful duty of digging bis wife's 
and children’s graves and buryingthem. In 
speaking of the matter this morning he said: 

‘‘I never thought that ] cou)d perform such 
asad duty, butI hadto doitandIididit. No 
one has any idea ot the feelings of a man who 
acts as undertaker, grave digger and pall 
bearer for his own family.’’ 


A SAD SCENE. 

The saddest sicht to be seen on the river 
bank this morning was the case of Mr. Gil- 
more, who has lost his wife and family of five 
children. Ever since the calamity this old 
man has been seen on the river bank looking 
for his family. He insisted on the firemen 
playing a gtream of water on the place where 
he house formerly stood and where he sup- 
posed the bodies of bisfamily lay. The fire- 
men, re nizing hie feelings, — the 
stream on the place for several hours this 
morning and at last the rescuers got to the 
— e old gentieman said his house 
ormerly stood. 

‘*I know the bodies are there, and you must 
find them. 

On went therescuers after this plea. When 
at last one of the men picked up a burned, 
charred skull, evidently thatof a child, this 
stirred the old man and he exclaimed: 

‘That is my child. There lie my family. 
Go on and get the rest of them.’’ 

The workmen continued, and in afew min- 
utes they came to the remains of the mother 
and three other children. The heads wee 
completely burned off, but there was enough 
of their clothing left to recognize them by. 
What was left was picked up and placed in 
coffins, the old gentieman following closely 
the men who were carrying the coffins, 
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followed by the Pennsylvanta Railroad for 
many miles, looked an angry flood nearly 
bank full. Passengers were interested 
in seeing hundreds of saw logs and 
an enormous amount of driftwood 
shoot rapidly by, and the train pursued its 
way eastward. At Johnstown there was a 
long wait, as before stated. The lower stories 
of many houses were submerged by the slack 
water, and the inhabitants were looking out 
of the second-story windows. Horses were 
standing up to their knees, in water in the 
streets; aside track of the rafiroad had been 
washed out; loaded cars were on the bridge 
to keep it steady, and the huge poles 
of the Western Unton Telegraph 
Co., carrying fifteen wires swaying, 
badly, and several soon went down, The 
two sections run to Conemaugh, about two 
miles this side of Johnstown, and lay there 
about three hours, when they were moved on 
to the highest ground and placed side by side.

Two or three hardy men seized ropes and 
ran along the mountain side to give 
them aid. Later it was reported that the men 
escaped over some driftwood as their car was 
carried near a bank. It is believed there 
were several women and children inside the 
car. Of course they were drowned. As the 
fugitives on the mountain side witnessed the 
awful devastation, they were moved as never 
before in their lives. They were powerless 
to help those seized upon by the waters. 
The despair of those who had lost everything 
except life, and the wailing of those whose 
relatives or filends were missing, filled their 
breasts with unutterabie sorrow. 

The rain continued to fall steadily, but 
shelter was not thought of. Very few passen- 
gers saved anything from the train, so sudden 
was the ory ‘‘ran for your lives, the reservoir 
has broken. 

TRAINS IN THE WATER. 

Many were without hats, and astheir bag - 
gage was left on the trains they were without 
the means of relieving thelr unhappy condi- 
tion. The ocoupants of the houses still stand - 
ing on the high ground threw them open to 
those who had lost all and to the passengers of 
the train. During the height of the flood the 
spectators were startled by the sound of

repeated at intervals—the last time with tri- 
umphant vigor, asthe waters were receding 
from the sides of their locomotives. By 5:30 
the force of the reservoir waters had been 
spent on the village of Conemaugh, and the 
Pullman cars and locomotives of the section 
remained unmoved. This was because, being 
on the highest and hardest ground, the 
destructive current of the reservoir flood had 
passed between that and the mountain while 
the current of the river did not eat it away. 
But the other trains had been destroyed, A 
solitary locomotive was seen imbedded in the 
mud where the round house had stood. 

As the greatest danger had passed, the peo- 
ple of Conemaugh gave their thoughts to 
their neighbors of the city of Johnstown. 
Here was centered the great steel 
and iron industries, the pride of 
Western Pennsylvania, the Cambria Iron 
Works being known everywhere. Here 
were churches, daily newspapers, banks, 
dry goods houses, warehouses and the com 
fortable well-buiit homes of 12,000 people. 
What was their fate? In contemplation of 
the irresistible force that awful flood gath- 
ered additional momentum as it swept on 
toward the gulf, it became clear that the 
city must be destroyed and that unless the 
inhabitants had telegraphic notice of the 
breaking of the reservoir they must per- 
ish. A cry of horror went up from 
the hundreds on the mountain side 
and a few instinctively turned their 
steps toward Johnstown. The oity was 
destroyed. All the mills, furnaces, manu- 
factories, the many and varied industries, the 
Hanks, the residences—all, all were swallowed 
up before the shadows of night had settled 


down upon the earth. What of the inhabit-4 


tants? Who can tell with any certainty? 
Those who came back by daybreak said that 
from 5,000 to8,000 had been drowned. Our 
hope is that this is an exaggeration, and when 
the rollis called most will respond. In the 
light of this calamity the destruction at Cone- 
maugh sinks into insignificance. 


THE DEAD. 


In this latter place they were already bring- 
ing in the dead on stretchers: How many had 
deen lost here, at Mineral Point and at South 
Fork it could not be told and may never be 
known. There were some passengers and 
possibly forty or fifty inhabitants. The loss 
of property is enormous. The track of the 
railroad company is certainly destroyed for at 
least ten miles below South Fork, and all 
other property ofthe company on the line. 
The destruction of Johnstown industries 
will alone reach to many millions. 
Then to this sum add the value of the houses 
and public buildings in that city. and ofthe 
villages above and below it, and some idea 
can be formed of zthe wealth obliterated by 
the flood created by the breaking of the reser- 
voir. And this reservoir was maintained for 
the pleasure ofa Pittsburg club. Upon the 
mountain was suspended a body of water 
three miles long, one mile wide and 70 feet 
deep, forthe recreation of a few pleasure- 
seekers. What would happen if there should 
be a break must have been 
imperfectly apprehended ___ since it 
is said that a bond of only $3,000,000 had been 
exacted fromtheclub. What are $3,000,000 to 
the gross sum for the destruction of property? 
Oan they restore the dead to life or assume the 
grief ot the bereaved? The question of moral 
responsibility swallows up the financial as 
completely as the angry waters did the city of 
Johnstown. 

Many exaggerated stories are current, and 
these grow as often as they are repeated. It 
will be many days before the real facts can be 
approximated. It is feared that John. W.

ORDER OUT OF CHAOS. 


Mayor Pro Tem Moxham and His Noble 
Work—Greedy Store- Keepers. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—Moxham, the 
iron manufacturer,is Mayor pro tem of Johns- 
town to-day. He is probably the busiest man 
in the United States, although for days with- 
out sleep he still sticks nobly to his task. 
Hundreds of others are like bim, men fall to 
the earth from sheer fatigue. There are many 
who have not closed an eye in sleep since 
they awoke on Friday morning. They 
are a hollow-eyed, pitiful looking lot. Many 
have lost near relatives, and all friends. Men 
and horses is what is most needed to-day. 
Some of the unfortunates who could not go to 
the relief trains endeavored to obtain flour 
from the wrecked stores in Johnstown. One 
dealer was charging $5 a sack for flour, and 
was getting itin one or two cases. Suddenly 
the crow heard of the occurrence, 
and several desperate men went to 
the store and doled the flour 
gratuitous! to the homeless and 
stricken. nother dealer was selling flour at 
$1.50a sack. He refused to give any away, but 
would sell it to any one who had the money. 
Otherwise he would not allow anyone to go 
near it, guarding his store with a shotgun. 

SUPPLY WAGONS ATTACKED.

“LEAVE ALL TO GOD,” 


Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage on the Great Cone- 
maugh Disaster. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, June 4.—The WORLD this morn- 
ing prints the following from Rev. Mr. Tal- 
mage’s pen, as an introduction to its story of 
the Conemaugh disaster: 

The woe and aggregate. 

The flames embrace the fleods. 

The doomed valley becomes an uncovered sep- 
ulchre, on which the filthy vultures swept. 

The five hundred lives lost at Johnstown be- 
comes the five thousand and the five thousand 
have become the ten thousand and the ten 
thousand have become fifteen thousand, and 
the horror rises with every day and hour, 
until the nation is in an agony of sympathy. 

The two elements of water and fire are in 


contention as to which shall do the worst. 
Though water to putout the fire and enough 
fire to lick up the water, they interlock 
their forces to destroy. In the mountain of 
debris are many of the dead. Surgeons and 
health officers cry: 

Let the fires burn until the bodies are cre- 
mated and so the valley be kept free from the 
Parnes that must come if these bodies are 

eft to dissolution in the open air.’’ 

No, no cry out husbands and wives, 
fathers and mothers and children. ‘‘Let the 
engines play upon the flames and the fires be 

ut out and we get back the forms of our 
oved ones for one more look before they go 
out of sight forever. Let our white hands of 
grief bury them, and not the red hands of 
conflagration.’’ 

If l were a physician in that stricken valley! 
would say, Let cremation go on.“ If I had 
one of my household in the ruin I would say, 
Put out the fire.’’ 

LEAVE ALL TO GOD. 

I will tell you what we have to do, and that 
is, leave all to God. This is a calamity too 
big for human management. The angels of 
destruction are presiding at the obsequies. 
Thank God, the souls have gone free, and the 
waters cannot drown them and the fires can- 
not burn them. 

But while water and fire are raging in con- 
troversy as to which shall make the wretched- 
ness, another combat more astounding goes 
on between heaven-descended charity and 
Giabolism. While Christian relief with food 
and medicine comes upon the scene it is con- 
fronted with demons who are robbing the 
dead. From the swollen fingers of beauty and 
love the rings are torn and the pockets of the 
dead are rified. Maythere be shot and ropes 
enough on the ground to hang or shoot 
them all. No judge or jury. or trial 
are appropriate for such incarnate fiends. 
They ought not to be allowed to live an bour. 
Away with them from the face of the earth— 
the quicker the better. Did ever such opposites 
meet on any scene of calamity—charity and 
ruffianism, angel and devil, rescue and loath- 
someness? 

Why is it multitudes are crying? Why is it 
that all this has come upon those beautiful 
valleys and that these multitudes are 80 
awfully siain? Let no one say: ‘It was a 
judgment of God upon that people,’’ as so 
often is said in regard to such disasters. No, 
there are no better people under the sun 
than those last riday slain. I 
have been in their bomes and 1 
knew them well. Besides that, there are 
hundreds of townsand cities by their iniqul- 
ties inviting the divine 1 who were 
never struck with lightning or washed under 
inexorabie waves. If Brooklyn and New 
York had been punished for ail their sins the 
Hudson and East Rivers would now stand 
higher than the piers of the East River bridge 
and the blue fish would be holding high car- 
nival in our dining halls and pantries. Be 
careful how you try to handle the thunder- 
bolts of the Almighty. God spare our homes, 
our cities, our nation, from any repetition of 
such horrors.

seen pronouncing its gentle benediction upon 
the farms and homes on either side of it? 
Some demon of the pit must have seized upon 
it. With hands despoiled and wrathful, it 
has clutched for all it could reach. Come 
with me it cried to the homes, the 
churches, the villages, the cities, 
Come with me in my midnight revels 
and dance with death and darkness and woe.

The 
full text of the interesting document is as fol- 
lows: ‘ 


To the Oficere and Members of the Irish National 


Leaque of America: 

DEAR Srrs—The National Convention called 
for the 9th and l0th of July at Philadelphia is 
postponed until after the present session of 
the British Parliament in compliance with the 
cabled advice of Mr. Parnell. For some 
time — I dave been in correspondence 
with Parnell and other Irish leaders, urging 
that Mr. Parnell and some of his ablestcol- 
leagues should attend the Philadelphia con- 
vention on the dates named above, but the 
replies did not encourage the hope that we 
should have an Irish delegation at the con- 
vention. Finally I cabled Wm. O’Brien on 
the 27th of May as follows- 

**Urge necessity of sending delegation to 
Philadelphia convention 9%th Mint Your 
pecotaee with Protestant Nationalist would 

ave a very beneficial effect. Angwer. 

‘* JOHN FITZGERALD.’’ 

On the morning of May 28 1 received the 
follo ing cable: 

John Fitzgerald: 


„O'Brien has shown me yourtelegram. I 
strongly advise postponing convention until 
after thejsession of Purliament. PARNELL.’’ 

I was at once convinced that Mr. Parnell 
must have had strong reasons for cabling the 
above request, which, by every loyal member 
of the League should be accepted as a com- 
mand. In order to have the fullest expres- 
sion of opinion on the subject from the officers 
and members of the National Executive Com- 
mittee of the League, the Ni@sional Secretary 
sent the following telegram to each officer 
and member of the committee: 

‘*Parnell cables strongly advising postpone- 
ment ofthe convention until after the session 
of Parliament. Whatdo you adyise. Answer. 

** JOHN F. SUTTON.’’ 

Thirty-three delegates, including the Ex- 
ecutive officers, favor compliance with Mr. 
Parnell’s wishes, three are opposed and three 
could not be reached. I very much regret 
the Inconyenience caused to the Lrishmen of 
Philadelphia on account of this postpone- 
ment and the expense caused thereby, paid 
by the National Treasurer. I feel sure that 
the patriotism ofthe members of the League 
will recognize the wisdom of being governed by 
the advice of Mr. Parneliand of avoiding an 
action that might be construed as a revolt 
against his leadership. A postponement ofa 
similar nature and for exactly the same rea- 
son took place in January, 1886, at which time 
a convention to be held in Chicago was post- 
poned at the cabled request of Mr. Parnell un- 
til after the close of the British Parliament, 
then about to assembie, and did not convene 
until August of the same year. The state- 
ment that the postponement of the conven- 
tion is in any way connected with the abom- 
inable murder of Dr. Cronin is absolutely 
false; the sole and all-sufficient reason for Mr. 
Parnell’s request is that opportunity be given 
the Irish leaders to attend the convention 
without absenting themselves from thelr par- 
liamentary duties at the present critical time. 

A little patience is all that is asked for 
from the Irishmen of Philadelphia. The Irish 
National League of America was founded to 
aid and not to thwart the recognized leader of 
the Irish people. Opposition to his plans at 
the present time would be next to treason to 
the Irish cause, and I am confident that no 
matter at what sacrifice, the postponement of 
the convention at Mr. Puarnell’s desire until 
after the session of Parliament, will meet with 
unqualified approval of every right-thinking 
friend of Ireland.

A VANDERBILT CONTROVERSY.. 


The Contested Allen Trust Fund Settled in 
Court. 


By Telegravh to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

NEw Tonk, June 4.—Yesterday the Vander- 
bilts came into court with the usual wrangle 
over the money left by then predecessor and 
head of the familv, but, unlixe the- Stewart 
and Tilden contests, the quarrel was over a 
comparatively small amount, and after a little 
show of fight it was settled. When old Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt died, in 1877, by the thirty- 
second clause of his will he laid aside a trust 


fund of $400,000 for the five children of his 
daughter Ethelinda, tue wife of Daniei Allen. 
Wm. K. Vanderbilt and Sam Barton, the ex- 
ecutors, were the guardians of the money. 
Mrs. Allen had five children, the eldest of 
whom, William, married and died in 1888. He 
left two children, William, Jr. and Ethelinda 
Allen, both of whom are minors. The trust 
money was to be divided among Mrs. Allens 
children at ber death. She died in 8 
1889, and left her mony to be equally 
distributed among her our surviving 
children and her two grandchildren. The 
executors were ready to pay over the 
money, $78,100 to the minors, but their 
grandfather, Daniel Allen, objected on the 
ground that his deceased son, William, had 
owed him money and had assigned his share 
in the trust fund in paymentforthe same to 
him. Suit was immediately brought against 
the executors and Daniel Allen by tne 
guardians of the Allen children for the pay- 
ment of their share in the great grandfather’s 
bequest. Daniel Allen yesterday withdrew 
from the suit, giving his consentto have the 
money paid, and Judge Andrews signed an 
order to that effect, thereby ending a con- 
troversy which would have proved unpleas- 
ant for the Vanderbilt family.

“JIMMY, THE BUM.” 


A Crazy Trapper at Trenton, N. J., Shoots an 
Inoffensive Man.

TRENTON, N. J., June 4.—James McCaren 
created consternation here yesterday after - 
noon by running about with a revolver in 
each hand and threatening to kill persons in 
his way. On the corner of Bridge and Fais 
streets he had just shot and killed John Shea. 
Shea made some remark to him, and in a flash 
McCaren had a revolver out. He fired at Shea 


and the bullet entered Shea’s breast just 
above the heart. Shea fell on the sidewalk 
and died. Some women 3 on a 
stoop pear dy screamed murder. cCaren 
turned to them, flourished his revolver and 
threatened to shoot if they made any outcry. 
Other persons attracted by their cries came 
hurrying up. Then the murderer drew an- 
other revoiver and ran at the crowd, drivin 

it before him. Finally a young man name 

Tyrell ventured to approach him, and he got 
one of the revolvers from him. MoUaren put 
the other in his pocket. He was afterwards 
arrested and locked up. McCaren was known 
as ‘‘Jimmy, the Bum,’’ and has followed 
trapping as an occupation formany years. 
Shea, who was an iceman, was 32 years old, 
and leaves a wife and several children.

will be no better railway. service to 
any other point in the suburbs 
for many years to come. Each of the lines 
named start from the business center and

„The Mikado” Presented to an Excellent 
Audience—Other Attractions. 


By failing to turn loose more than afew 
drops of rain and thus allowing the perform- 
ance to be given in the garden, the weather 
may be said to have smiled on the opening of 
Ubrig’s Cave last evening. 

There was an excellent audience in the gar- 
den and the revival of the most pop-

derer From Suicide, Is Seriously Wound. 
e4d—A Two Months’ Drunk Ended by a 
Tragedy — Scene in the Station House 
This Morning—The Inquest. 


DBUNEEN man and a re- 
volver caused some ex- 
citement on the Island in 
East &t. Louis last even- 
ing. When the police ar- 
rived on the scene they 
found one man dead and 
another séeriousiy 
wounded and the 
drunken murderér was 
endeavoring to end his 
own existence. To the 
south of the big bridge

‘is a collection of frame houses, all ot them 
old, allof them very muchthe worse for 
wear, and all decaying rapidly because of the 
dampness of the flats on which they stand.

A dozen or more 
chickens, a pig or two, sundry cats and divers 
dogs inhabited the yard. 

Last evening Purcell having received his 
month’s pay atthe mill his wife went to the 

rocer’s, Patrick Kelly, to pay the bill that 

ad accumulated there. er husband had 
his supper in the basement, and after smoks 
ing for a little time went out to feed the pigs. 

RUDOLPH JENSON, 

who isa lather and had been employed by «@ 
builder named Griffiths on some Main strees 
houses, came in while Purcell was eating sup- 
asked Mrs. McClittish for some money 
to buy a can of beer with. She. ve 
him 75 cents which Mrs. Purcell owed rs. 
Jenson, and he, calling Crowley, who had 
also come in for supper, went away to John 
Henry’s saloon. here the brothers-in-law 
drank and played pool for half an hour and 
returned to the house very much 
intoxicated. Crowley, who was some- 
time employed as a driver by the 
St. Louls Transfer Co., has been drinking 
steadily for two months, and so had a very 
solid foundation for a drunk before Me een 
John Henry’s. Jenson had also tmbi 
freely before the visit. 

On their return to the Purcell house Crow- 
ley went into the basement and Jenson, call. 
ing one of Mra. MoClittish children, gave it 
some money to buy more beer. Crowley 
called tothe child not to go and a quarrel 
arose between the drusken men. 

THEY TALKED LOUDLY 
in the yard for a little time, and attracted the 
attention of Purcell, who had been watching 
his pigs eat. He called tothe men to cease 
their quarreling. He wanted no circus there, 
he old them. Mrs. McClittish  fear- 
ing a fight bad run outto her brother and was 
trying to hold him back. Jenson was using 
profane language and the drunken Orowley 
was endeavoring to got to his brother-in-law.

An Era of Prosperity Which Has 
Fallen to the City of East 
St. Louis. 


Some ofthe Many Late Improve- 
ments in the Town Across 
the River. 


A Gystem of Street Improvements That Will 
Equal Anything in the State—Educational 
Advantages and the New Principle on 
Which the Public Schools Are Or- 
ganized—Projects for Hotels and a New 
Opera-House—The Police and Fire De- 
partments Under the New Administration 
~—fome Rallway Magnates Looking for 
Rights of Way—Free Water Offered to

AYOR M. M. Steph- 
ens of East St. Louis 
left Sunday evening 
for New York for the 
purpose of making a 
settlement with 
Hopkins, Sidnell &

ment to be made by 
the Mayor will con- 
sist in turning over 
tothe above named 
creditors of the city about $65,000 of the new 
city bonds. This transaction is a very im- 
portant one in the history of East St. Louls, 
because it practically dispeis the cloud which 
has long hung over the city, threat- 
ening financial trouble, and opens an era of 
ess and prosperity, The necessity 
of Mayor Stephens going to New York to ex- 
change the new bonds for the old liabilities 
was brought about through a disagreement 
between Hopkins Sidnell & Murtaugh’s 
agents, Grant & Grant of Dubuque, Io., and 
their attorneys of record, Connelly & Mather 
of Springfield, III., as to the amount the latter 
were to receive for their services. The city 
Was ready to settle with Hopkinset al. some 
time ago, but the dispute between Hopkins 
agents and their attorneys caused a delay. 
When Hopkins learned of the turn matters 
bed taken in Springfield he notified Mayor 
Stephens to come on to New York and he 
would make a direct settlement there ignor- 
moring his agents entirely. Connelly & 
Mather in some way learned of Hopkins’ writ- 
ten declaration to the Mayor, and they at 
one went into the United States Court at 
Springfield and secured an order restraining 
the city from settling as contemplated. An 
order restraining the city of Kast St. Louls 
from settling was a very novel thing. In fact, 
nothing like it had ever been known by the 
oltisens before. Mandamus orders compelling 
the city to pay, were about the only orders 
which the citizens had knowledge of through 
experience previously. The city government, 
however, was anxious to make a settlement 
without delay, and accordingly Special City 
Oounselor Felix M. Oockrell was sent to 
Springfield for the purpose of having the in- 
junction dissolved. Thishe had no trouble 
in Going, a representation of the facts being 
ali that was necessary to have Judge Allen 
authorize Mayor Stephens to go on to New 
York and make the settlement with Hopkins 
et al. as soon as he desired.

It is unnecessary to say how disas- 
trous to advancement and prosperity the con- 
centration of power toa few in a city govern- 
ment may become. Few cities have not bad 
the deplorable experience of ring rule. With 
fourteen men in the Council the organization 
of — clique for spolls purposes has become 
practically impossible, andthe result is that 
men whose only desire to become members of 
the city’s legislative body is for what they 
could make by doing so have lost 
the incentive which once impelled them to 
strive after the office, and honorable, honest, 
practical business men who are representa- 
tive of the city’s best interests are selected to 
manage its affairs. 

Such a radical change in the Government 
might well be expected to be productive of 
improvement inthe city, and it certainly bas 
been. East: St. Louis, on account of 
ite railroad facilities, which are hardly second 
to any city in the United States, 
large or small, has always deen one 
of the most advantageous locations in the 
Mississippi Valley for manufacturing estab- 
lishmente and industries of this class.

aving of Broadway with granite 
s completed, it is the intention of the council 
to erecta fine iron bridge over the railroad 
tracks. Plans for this bridge have already 
been received. Its estimated cost will be 80, 
000. The cost ofthe bridge and of all street 
improvements will be defrayed by special as- 
sessment on those benefited. ‘he railroad 
companies which bave aright of way across 
Broadway will pay the major ortion 
of the cost of the bridge. everal 
street car companies are anxious to build a 
line from the Seventh Ward which is the ex- 
treme northeastern part of the city, over such 
Streets as the Council may see fit, to the 
bridge approach as soon as the bridge over 
the tracks on Broadway is completed. It is 
believed that the right of way for such com- 
pany as the city may give the use of the 
streets to, can also be seo clear across 
the bridge.

EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 

in Kast St. Louis has been equal to the better- 
ment of municipal affairs. ecently the pnb- 
lic schools were established on a new bas. 
The oid school buildings which were rei ted 
were given up and new structures which are 
unquestionably the most complete szhool 
bulldings in Southern Lllinois were er 
Forme i were seven public schools in 
East St. Louis, They were located in diliap- 
dated and badly ventilated buildings and one 
of them was inthe basement of a church. 
Now the seven schools have been concen- 
trated in four buildings. Two fine-apj caring 
three-story pressed-brick buildings of twelve 
school rooms and ei recitation rooms each

The amount which they cost will 
be nearly covered by the $65 , 000 
obtained from the city on a judgment ob- 
tained for license money which previous gov- 
erninents to the ohe now in power had uni- 
formly neglected to pay over. The Howe In- 
stitute Building is also being fitted up for a 
high and sixth grade school. The fourth 
schoo! isfor the colored people. It is a substan- 
tial four-room brick building,and cost $14,000.

2 There are thirty-nine teachers in the 
schools. The Island district, which is a part 
of the city, isrun entirely separate from the 
district which comprises the city proper. 
The Douglas school on the Island is a hand- 
some two story brick structure and cost $20,- 
000. The school is conducted by a competent 
corps of teachers. 

One of the greatest improvements made in 
the government of East St. Louis has been in 
ITS POLICE FORCE 
which under the penagemens of Chief Mike 
Walsh has established a good reputation 
throughout the State for efficient 
work. It is composed of twenty-seven men, 
two-thirds of this number are worked at 
night. A patrol wagon bas been used for some 
time and soon a very complete system of com- 
munication isto be putin. It is the same sys- 
tem used in Chicago. Boxes will be placed on 
every square in the city and all the officers 
and those reputable citizens who wish it, will 
be givenakey. In these boxes is a small 
handle like that attached to a district messen- 
ger box. It can be pulled across a steel dial on 
which is marked at intervais: Police wagon, 
telephone, thieves,riot,test of line,fire. When 
this bandle is pulled opposite the point indi- 
cated by the printed word“ riot“ for instance, 

the ticker in the Chief's office indicates d 

dots exactly the cause for which assistance is 
demanded. There is also a telephone 
in the box and each officer is 
obliged to call up for lnstruct ions 
every half hour. Every key given to a citizen 
is numbered, and the lock is so arranged that 
when it is opened byakey of the pattern 
which citizens have the key cannot be again 
extracted untilan officer comes along and by 
inserting his key in another hole releases that 
of the citizen. Thus it can be determined 
with what citizen’s key the alarm was turned 


on. 

Chief Walsh said last evening, in cofversa- 
tion with a Post-DisPaTCH reporter, that he 
made it a point to work hand in hand with the 
St. Louis police, and in that wav both were 
enabled to do better work. The East St. Louis 

olice in the past year had made quite a num- 
Per of good captures on description, but the 
total number of arrests for offenses committed

“WHAT'S IN A NAME?” 


THE COURT OF APPEALS SETTLES THIS 
SHAKSPEARIAN QUERY TO-DAY. 


The Right of Two Competing Firms to Use a 
Similar Term to Desiguate Their Busi- 
ness Discussed in a Very Interesting Mat- 
ter—End of a Very Hard Fight—A Calen- 
dar Question Settied for a Time. 


HE Court of Appeals 

rendered a decision to- 

day which will interes, 

all merchants engaged 

-in a business where 

their competitors in- 

corporate the name of 

the business besides 

y the name of the incor- 

porators in the firm 

name. It is in the case 

ofthe Plant Seed Co. against the Michel 

Plant Seed Co. It was tried by Judge Barclay, 

appealed, reyersed and remanded, tried over 

again and the conclusion arrived at in the 
second trial was affirmed to-day. 

The Plant Seed Co. applied to court to make 
the Michel Plant Seed Co. change its name, as 
it was organized laterand diverted trade by 
the name adopted. The Court of Appeals 
says: 

„This is not a trade-mark case butis one 
ofa kindred nature and depends to a great 
extent for a proper solution on the applica- 
tion of the same equitable principles. When 
a person or business corporſtion in the same 
line of business or has adopted a name 
that so closely resembies that of a business 
rival previously establisned that the business 
of the other company is liable to 
be diverted, and the public deceived on ac- 
count of it, it has always been recognized as 
within the power of jurisdiction of a court of 
equity to restrain such person or new com- 
pany from conducting business under the 
name assumed to the detriment of the older 
company. But when the conduct of the 
party complained of is that merely ofa fair 
competitorin thesame line of business and 
the name assumed is not such would 
lixely mislead ordinary purchasers in buying, 
then a court of equity will not interfere. We 
think we are justified, both upon prin- 
ciple and authority in the assertion, 


that in a caseof the kind, a complainant 
should be required to establish the facts war- 
ranting such relief, by very satisfactory proof; 
because courts are Men mucn disinclined in 
any way to interfere with or discourage com- 
petition in trade.’’ 

This case is doubly complicated by the fact 
that two members of the older firm are named 
**Plant’’ and they sell plants and plant seeds. 
The defendant’s name is H. Michel and he 
also sells plants and plant seeds; The de- 
fendant was formerly ‘‘The Michel Bros.,’’ 
but in 1875 changed the firm name to the 
„Michel Plant & Seed Co., which the orig- 
inal Plants claim was done to pirate and con- 
cocted for an uniawful purpose. They asked 
thatthe defendant be restrained from using 
its corporate name, the word Plant 
1 U a art of the name the 
words Plant & Seed’’ as now used. 
Continuing farther in the decision it reads: 
„We have no disposition to in any way 
modify the former opinion of this court as to 
the law governing this case. The word 
‘plant’ is one of very common use, and may 
very properly be used to designate a business, 
and because the Plant family’ were the 
founders of plaintiff’s business and its prin- 
cipal stockholders affords no reason why de- 
fendant could not use the wo 
designate ite business, provided 
‘done for an honest urpose.

“with the same proviso, the defendant had the 


rightto adopt its present corporate name. 
We do not think that the resembiance between 
the two corporate names is sufliciently close 
to raise a probability of mistake on the part of 
the public, or show adesign or intention to 
decelve by defendant.’’ 

The adjustment of costes and the judg- 
ment of the lower court is affirmed.

‘**The law is perfectly clear that anyone 
who has adopted a particular mode of desig- 
nating his particular manufactare has a 
right to say, ‘not that other persons 
shall not sell exactly the same article, 
better or worse, or an article looking 
exactly like it, hut that * shall not sell it in 
such a way as to steal his trade-mark and 
make purchasers believe that it is the manu- 
facture to whicinthat trade-mark was origin- 
ally applied.“ 

It the view I take is correct, that the figure 
which defendantecopied was not a mark or 
sign to indieam a thing made and sold by 
plaintiff, but uns a part of the thing itself, 
then what defeudant did was not to copv or 
imitate a mark or symbol used Dy plaintiff to 
designate its manufacture, but to make 
and sellthe sünſe thing that plaintiff had 
made and 1 a thing looking exactly 
like it. This it would seem under the law it 
had the rigut to do. The demurrer will be 
sustained.

Dieffenbach. The latter saw the preliminary 
movements but did not anticipate the scoun- 
drel’s intentions. He inconsequence 
taken whohly by surprise and be- 
fore he could turn to flee the fatal shot 
struck him and be staggered toward the bar.

Atan early bour this morning Kelly was re- 
moved to the Central District Station, where 
he was seen by, a Post-DISPATCH reporter. 
When asked to make an extended statement 
in vindication of his action he said 

KELLY'S STATEMENT. 

»I am not prepared totell everything I 
know at present, but after the inquest is held 
andllearn what the witnesses are going to 
swear to, I may say more, My name is John 
S. Kelly and Taman agent for the Metropol- 
itan Life Insurance Co. Iam a single man, 
2 years old and live at Muilanphy and Nine- 
teenth streets. Some three weeks ago 
when I commugsenced the work I was directed 
by the genera ent to go tothe residence of 
Mrs. Walters to see if anything could be done 
towards the T on policies which had 
been issued tober. I went as directed, but 
could get nothing out of her. She asked me 
however, to call agaln a week later and I did 
so. Ifound her alone with her children at 
that time, and she let fall some remarks which 
encoura ed me In my belief that she was not 
a true wife. In order to gain her good will that 
I might transact my business with her 
I complimented per on her beauty of face and 
form, She laugfied and replied in the same 
strain. I called a week ago yesterday and 
made an engagement with her to take her out, 
but had no intention of keeping the engage- 
ment and did not, Whenl wentaround yes- 
terday morning, about 10 o' clock, she was 
mad because I did not take her out to have 
some tun,“ as she said, and 
the presence of lady 
a gentleman she accused 
of insulting her. Itold her she was talking 
French’’ tome, and with that she pulled a 
broomstick and struck me several times with 
the weapon before I could wrench it from her. 
The man then snatched the stick from my 
handsandI ran. The woman followed me, 
and as I was almost down the stairs she threw 
something after me, shouting that I would 
„get the worst beating I ever had, for she 
would ‘‘get somebody to do me up.’’ 
I went about my work and 
about 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
happened along by the saloon at Seventeenth 
and Franklin avenue. The proprietor asked 
me in and we engaged in a game of cards. I 
noticed that the barkeeper, a man by the 
name of Christ Dun, left the saloon as soon as 
i entered, but he was not gone long, and 1 
did not suspect him. After a while Mrs. 
Walters and two men, bothof them strangers 
to me, entered and the pore dared me to 
call one of the men a i. I asked her what 
she took me for, and had hardly got the 
words out of my mouth when the 
big§fellow «xnocked me out of the chair. 
I started to get up when he hitme again and 
the other min kicked mein the face as I lay 

rostrate. When I regained my feet Iran be- 

ind the bar merely as a matter of protection, 
but seeing the revolver and realizing the 
murderous intentions of my assailants, I 
grabbed the weapon and ordered them to 
‘stand back.’ The deceased came at me 
again andI fired. It was one of us and I 
would rather it would notbeme. He pro- 
voked the assault and I had to thwart him or 
he would have killed me. 

The statements made by the proprietor, 
bar-keeper and other witnesses vary little 
from the above. All ackuowledge that Dief- 
fenbach struck the first blow, but it is claimed 
that itcan be proven that Kelly provoked the 
quarrel.

THE CITY INSTITUTIONS, 


Plans Being Actively Pushed for Their 
Immediate Improvement, 


Chairman Klemm and Harbor Commissioner 
Murphy of the Building Committee of the 
Board of Public Improvements, and Commis- 
sioner McMath made a careful and thorough 
examination of the Insane Asylum, Poor- 
house and Female Hospital yesterday 
with reference to the necessity for additional 
accommodations. They were shown care- 
fully overthe grounds and quarters by the 
superintendents in charge, and there was no 
difference of opinion regarding the pressing 
needs of the three institutions for new 
buildings and extensive improvements. 
It was the first time that the 
committee had examined the institutions 
officially and much curiosity was expressed to 
learn the impression made upon the members 
individually. Harbor Commissioner Murphy 
when questioned about the matter said: It it 
ig intended to appropriate only $100,000 
for the relief of the Insane Asylum, Poor- 
house and Female Hospital, I think the 
money had better be kept in the treasury un- 
til double that amount can bespared. I con- 
sider every dollar spenton the Female Hos- 
pital as a wanton waste of money. 
The improvements that have been made 
during the past year and that are still going 
on in which thousands of dollars have been 
and are being expended, should never have 
been projected. More money will be spent 
in repairing, renewing, painting and 
securing the miserable old trap than 


would have sufficed to erect a good substan- 
tial buildin ply large enough for all those 
now in the oa t In considering the ne 
cessities of the city with regard to these in- 
stitutions we are commencing at the wrong 
end. The Mayor should appoint a 
commission composed of sensible, practical, 
experienced men whose duty it would be to 
traverse this whole subject. They should 
visit all the principal cities’ of the country 
with an experienced architect and the present 
Superintendents : these institutions,and not 
one single dollar should be spent until 
their report was made. Then a 
broad and comphrehensive system should 
he adopted one that would meet the require- 
ments of the city for years to come and this 
makeshift and temporary policy should be 
stopped. The Famale Hospital should be con- 
demned as a miserable firetrap. In fact the 
whole scheme of aseparate female hospital 
should be abandoned. A ward could 
easily bo arranged at the Poor House or the 
City Hospital for the unfortunate women who 
are thrown on the city. The commission 
should include all the eleemosynary institu- 
tions of the city. If this is not done and the 
individual views of the city officials are to be 
followed in additions, improvements and 
sessions thousands of dollars will be spent 
from which the city will never derive any 
benefit. Sooner or later this plan must de 
followed and the sooner the better.’ 

The Building Committee of the board! ‘held a 
meeting to-day on the same subject, at which 
President Flad and Buildin om missioner 
Furlong were present. The plan of the build- 
ings and outhouses as they now exist were 
submitted by Commissioner Furlong and dis- 
cussed at some length by the committee 
whose main difficulty was in deciding where 
to begin and which of all the existing evils 
was the worst. It was decided to consult with 
the Ways and Means Committees of the House 
and Counciland find out how much money 
could be obtained to send Dr. 
Atwood and Commissioner Furlong 
to the East, where a convention 
of insane asylum superintendents will be held 
shortly so that they can se somé neces- 
sary information. Dr. dley, the Health 
Commissioner, «has formulated his requests 
forthe improvements needed and sent the 
following letters to President Flad of the 
board; 

Col. Henry Flad, President Board of Public Im- 
provements: 

DEAR SRI respectfully request that 
have pr M getee the necessary plans, speci — 
tions and estimates of cost for the rebuilding 
of the brick house at quarantine and small- 
pox hospital, which was destroyed by fire 
April 1, 1888. I ask that your honorable 
board make such recommendations for the 
appropriation of money forthe above build- 
ing. also request that you inscruct the 
Building Commissioner to make such esti- 
mates of cost and statement of necessary re- 
pairs to be made upon the old buildin 
at that institution as may be required for their 
preservation and use, and ask that you make 
a recommendation for the necessary appro- 
priations for the work.

THE HARRISBURG FLOOD. 


AST. LOUISAN’S EXPERIENCE AT THE CAP- 
ITAL OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


Hundreds of Passengers Detained by the 
Deluge—AScene of Destruction at South 
Harrisburg—Loss of Life and Property— 
A Liberal Railroad Company—The Scene 
at Johnstown. 


N Friday evening 
I ieft New York 
for St. Louis,’’ 
said William A. 
Newman, Secre- 
tary of the St. 
Louis Ammonia 
~ & Chemical Co., 
28 ‘*‘but only suc- 
ceeded in getting 
‘into the city last 
night, having 
deen stopped by 
the floods. Our 
train over the Pennsylvania Central, pulled 
out of New York on Friday night, and when 
we artived at Philadelphia the conductor 
came into the car and told us that there was a 
washout ahead, and that we might 
be delayed. He did not believe 
that it would amountto much, and felt sure 
that at any rate we could get as far as Altoona. 
All the passengers decided to go on and I 
went to bed. 
THE FLOOD AT HARRISBURG. 
The next morning when I woke up the train 
was at a standstill andI put my head out of 
the berth to ask the porter where we were. 
He said that we had been stopped by high 
water at Harrisburg, where we had remained 
since an early hour in the morning. I hurried 
into my clothes and stepped upon the plat- 
form. 

‘*Never in my life did Iseesuch raging wa- 
ters. The Susquehanna was bank full, and 
great masses of driftwood were rushing down 
the stream, while here and there could be 
seen the wrecks of houses. But there was no 
overfiow, as the banks were too high and 
were strong enough to prevent a breach being 
made. But toward South Harrisburg an en- 
tirely different state of affairs manifested 
itself. A creek, whose name [ have 


forgotten, comes into the Susquehanna at this 
point, and had overflowed. Nearly all of 
South Harrisburg was under water, the insig- 
nificant stream had become a roaring torrent, 
and houses were being carried away in every 
direction. I got as near as I could, and saw 
several bouses go. Not far from where I 
stood a man stepped into his back yard, 
probably forthe purpose of saving something, 
and so rapid was the rise that he was swept 
away and drowned by the flood. From what 
Icould learn there were only three or four 
fatal casualties in Harrisburg, but the destruc- 
tion of property must have been immense. I 
saw the water washing into the third-story 
windows of great factories, while smaller 
houses were swept away like stubble. All this 
damage was done bythe creek, asthe sus- 
quehanna was confined to its channel, at least 
at this point. 
A GENEROUS RAILROAD COMPANY. 
elt soon became evident that 
indefinite time must elapse de- 
fore the train could make any 
headway, and some of us were in a great 
hurry to get home. At this point the Pennsy!l- 
vania Railroad cametothe front and did all 
in its power for our comfort and convenience. 
The passengers were notified that they could 
either remain at Harrisburg or return to New 
York or Philadelphia. Ifthey chose to stay 
all expenses would be paid by the company, 
and if they decided to return to New York 
they would be given free, trans- 
portation and their tickets redcemed 
in that city. This generous course 
of action was in sharp contrast to that 
pursued by the Baltimore & Ohio. They 
would pay none of the expenses duejto the de- 
tention and those who went back had to pay 
their fare from Harrisburg to New York, of 
course having their through tickets redeemed 
at the latter place. Some of the passengers 
remained, but most of us decided to return. 
That we were able to do this was due entire! 
to the foresight of the railroa 
company, the trains having been 
stopped at peg ation instead of 
run on as far as they could go, leaving the 
— 1 — stranded inthe woods, where it 
would have been a most difficult task to feed 
them. Too much cannot be said for the 
courtesy and care of the railroad officials. 
But the task of getting back was by no means 
an easy one. All the streams were out of 
their banks, for miles we ran through water,

could not pass this 
was obliged to go back to Harrisburg. We 
reached New York in safety, and came back 
over the Bee Line. 

SCENES AT JOHNSTOWN. 

On the train I fellin with a gentleman from 
Johnstown who had been an eye-witness of 
the catastrophe that had overwhelmed this 
city. I was particularly interested, as only a 
few days before the party with whom I was 
traveling eastward had remained up untila 
late hour of the night for the purpose of seeing 
the greatiron-works. He told me that the 
lake which broke the dam had originally been 
used as a reservoir, but had long been aban- 
doned. Some years ago a number of capital- 
ists had conceived the idea of making a hunt- 
ing and fishing resort. They had built an ad- 
dition forty feet high to the old dam, and its 
condition was regularly inspected by the State. 
The lake was five miles long by two wide. As 
early as last January warning had been 
given that the new dam was in a dangerous 
condition, but no one seemed to pay much at- 
tention toit. This part was what gave way. 
The gentleman with hom I talked said that 
he was on the hill mi Johnstown when the 
flood struck the water came on like
